"BERGERS BLITZ ZEBRAS IN TEN MINUTES

In a display of total domination, Heidelberg 
United triumphed 4-1 over the struggling

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ROUND TWELVE WRAP 


Round 12 proved an important one in the WPL as 
Cranbourne's unbeaten run finally came to an end, 
making things considerably tighter at the top of the lad- 
der. Heidelberg continued its ascent up the ladder with 
its third win in as many weeks, while Bendigo held 
Keilor to a draw. 


Brimbank bounced back from the previous week's defeat to 
beat Ballarat and District 3-0 on Saturday. It was 
Brimbank's fourth clean sheet of the season, and its fifth 
victory, lifting it one place on the ladder to seventh.

South Melbourne ended its two-game losing streak with a 
2-1 victory over the relegation-threatened University of 
Melbourne. South dominated the game but was unable to 
convert its chances into goals, and after leading 2-0 for 
most of the game, endured a nervy end to the game after the 
University pulled one back. The victory, South's fifth of the 
season, keeps it sixth, level on points with Bendigo. The 
University remain eleventh, seven points behind Eastern 
Lions. 


The match of the round lived up to its billing in terms of 
drama, if not in the level of football played, and produced 
Cranbourne's first defeat of the season. Box Hill Inter, out 
to avenge its opening round loss to Cranbourne, dominated 
the first half and scored twice from corners to lead its hosts 
at the interval. A formation change and a renewed determi- 
nation resulted in a more inspired second half performance 
from Cranbourne, which had Inter on the back foot.

Inter's victory moves it to 
within two points of Cranbourne, which still heads the lad- 
der. 


Ashburton again emphasised its dominance over its local 
rival, with a seven-goal thrashing of Eastern Lions at 
Ashburton Park. It was the Lions fifth straight defeat, and it 
has slid steadily down the table, after looking like a poten- 
tial finals contender in the early stages of the season. 
Ashburton has lifted its game after an inconsistent start, and 
has climbed back to fourth as a result of this victory, and it 
remains the league's highest scoring team. 


Heidelberg United continued its recent resurgence, chalk- 
ing up its third consecutive victory with a 1-0 win at Eltham 
North. United slips a place to eighth due to goal difference, 
but is still very much in the mix with the other mid-table 
teams. Eltham's sixth defeat of the season leaves it ninth, 
well clear of relegation, but most likely too far behind the 
rest of the pack to have a serious chance of making the 
finals.

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European Round-Up 2005 Confederations Cup 


President Blatter to open FIFA 
Confederations Cup 2005 


World Cup Qualifiers: Brazil 
closed in on leaders Argentina in 
the South-American World Cup 
qualification group, beating 
Paraguay 4-1 while the 
Argentinians crashed away to 
Ecuador. 


Playmaker Ronaldinho converted 
two penalties in the first half to give 
Brazil a comfortable lead, and 
things seemed to be decided when 
Roberto Ze got a third in the 71st 
minute. Paraguay were given 
some new hope when Roque 
Santa Cruz scored one back two 
minutes later, and when Lucio was 
expulsed in the 79th minute. 


But Brazil made no further mis- 
takes and Robinho scored a fourth 
goal in the 83rd minute. 


A young Argentinian team was 
unable to compete with Ecuador 
on Saturday, as the hosts opened 
the score through Christian Lara in 
the 54th minute. To add to the cel- 
ebrations, Augustin Delgado netted 
a second goal in stoppage time. 


UEFA Womens Championship: 
The UEFA Women's 
Championship kicked off on 
Sunday with a draw between the 
Scandinavian neighbors Sweden 
and Denmark, after which hosts 
England defeated Finland to take 
the lead in Group A. 


Sweden faced Denmark at 
Bloomfield Road stadium in the 
coastal town of Blackpool, and 
needed just twenty minutes to take 
the lead through a goal from 
Hanna Ljungberg. However, 
Johanna Rasmusen equalized for 
the Danes, eight minutes later. 


Finland could have imagined a bet- 
ter start of their tournament, at the 
City of Manchester stadium, as 
Sanna Valkonen scored an own 
goal to give England the lead in the 
10th minute. 


Amanda Barr scored England's 
second with five minutes left to 
play in the first half, but the Finnish 
refused to give up and found their 
way back into the game with goals 
from Anna-Kaisa Rantanen and 
Laura Kalmari in the 56th and 89th 
minutes respectively. 


However, the English managed to 
stay focused and Karen Carney 
silenced the Finnish celebrations 
by netting the decisive goal, for 3-2 
in stoppage time. 


Spain: Real Madrid have sought to 
move quickly for Inter Milan for- 
ward Adriano and have offered a 
host of players for the Brazilian’s 
services. 


The striker has ruled out a move 
this summer, but recent comments 


to the media have left Inter ponder- 
ing a quick fire sale of the front- 
man. “Next season | will definitely 
be wearing the Nerazzurri jersey, 
but if we don’t win anything then | 
will ask to be sold after the 2006 
World Cup,” the player stated. 


Real Madrid and Chelsea are the 
only clubs that could possibly 
afford the rapidly rising price tag, 
and Real are believed to be 
preparing a bid which includes Luis 
Figo, Michael Owen, Walter 
Samuel and Santiago Solari. 


England: Dutch goalkeeper Edwin 
van der Sar will be moving from 
Fulham to Manchester United, 
where he is expected to spend the 
coming two seasons. 


Van der Sar, 34, extended his stay 
with Fulham during the winter 
break, signing a contract for one 
more year, but was hoping for 
interest from one of the English top 
sides. 


The goalkeeper, currently prepar- 
ing for the World Cup qualifier with 
Holland against Finland on 
Wednesday, started his profession- 
al career with Ajax Amsterdam in 
1988, and joined Juventus eleven 
years later. In August of 2001, the 
tall goalie moved to London to join 
Fulham. 


Germany: Northern Ireland faced 
Germany in an international friend- 
ly match on Saturday evening 
whilst the European World Cup 
qualifying matches were played. 


Robert Huth was sent off in the 
15th minute for a deliberate hand- 
ball and also conceded a penalty. 
David Healy stepped up and 
scored from the spot to give the 
home side a surprising 1-0 lead. 


The lead didn’t last long, however, 
as Gerald Asamoah struck just 2 
minutes later to level the game up 
for Germany. The teams started 
the second half at 1-1, with Ireland 
matching their opponents for much 
of the game. 


This was until the 62nd minute 
when Michael Ballack scored to 
put Germany 2-1 up. Ballack went 
on to score a penalty just 4 minutes 
later, and Lukas Podolski wrapped 
up the win for Germany in the 81st 
minute to give them an emphatic 4- 
1 victory. 


France: A_ late goal by 
Bonaventure Kalou gave Auxerre a 
2-1 victory over Ligue 2 side Sedan 
in the 2005 Coupe de France final 
at the Stade de France on 
Saturday. 


FIFA President Joseph S. Blatter 
will formally declare the FIFA 
Confederations Cup 2005 open 
ahead of Germany's meeting with 
Australia in Frankfurt on 15 June. 
The ceremony includes a formation 
display by 20 children, giant-sized 
figures dressed in the colours of the 
eight participating nations, and 
bearers parading the FIFA 
Confederations Cup banner. The 
brief programme will be accompa- 
nied by German Brass composition 
"Trumpets", performed by the 
Frankfurt Opera House brass sec- 
tion. Following the national 
anthems, the Opening Match of the 
5th FIFA Confederations Cup kicks 
off at 9 pm. 


Earlier, at 7.50 pm, the brand-new 
FIFA World Cup Stadium will be 
declared open in a 20-minute launch 
ceremony, culminating in the official 
handover by Frankfurt Mayor Petra 
Roth together with FIFA World Cup 
ambassadors and former FIFA World 
Cup winners Jirgen Grabowski and 
Bernd H6lzenbein. 


The highlight of the programme is an 
appearance by Swiss tightrope artist 
David Dimitri. Following a fanfare 
from the brass section, the 31-year-old 
acrobat will cross the stadium at a 
height of 22 metres on a 1.4 centime- 
tre diameter and 200 metre-long steel 
rope, suspended between the main 
stands. The full 95-strong Opera 
House orchestra and local soprano 
Christine Schafer will accompany the 
daring high-wire spectacular with a 
medley including Ravel's "Bolero" 
and an aria from Alfredo Catalani's 
opera "La Wally". 


Live footage of the performance and 
the crowd will play on the stadium 
video cube, interspersed with five to 
ten-second clips recalling highlights 
from the 80 years of action at the 
Waldstadion, including the unforget- 
table Mildenberger - Ali bout, decisive 
incidents from the 1974 FIFA World 


Cup™, and the greatest moments in 
Eintracht Frankfurt's long history. The 
first part of the show concludes with 
another fanfare, the cue for 60 children 
to run across the playing surface 
towards Petra Roth and release red and 
white balloons into the evening sky. 


"Many congratulations to the city of 
Frankfurt. They were under extreme 
time pressure, but they're handing over 
the stadium in 'tournament-ready' con- 
dition. Obviously, the deadline was 
too tight for us to expect FIFA World 
Cup standards, which you can see in 
the areas yet to be finished outside the 
stadium," 2006 FIFA World Cup OC 
senior vice-president Horst R. Schmidt 
commented. The OC and the city are 
joint promoters for the opening cele- 
bration.

"Just guarantee me no injuries," 
the Swede implored.

Owen had been embarrassed by 
his previous England game, when 
he missed more chances against 
Azerbaijan than perhaps his total 
goal tally, but this was a reminder 
of his true capabilities. Uppermost 
in Eriksson's mind will be the 
thought of the damage that the 
‘precious' striker might wreak 
alongside Wayne Rooney. 
Eriksson believes he has the 
strongest squad he has ever had 
with cover in most positions with 
no shortage of centre-halves, mid- 
fielders or strikers. However, 
while he does not know, for exam- 
ple, if he could play Terry, 
Campbell and Ferdinand together, 
in a 3-5-2. At least the games have

confirmed that David 'Calamity' 
James is not up to the task, so it 
was a good tour for Paul 
Robinson, who did not even trav- 
el, 

England's next match is an August 
friendly in Denmark before they 
resume their World Cup qualify- 
ing campaign with two double- 
headers against Wales and 
Northern Ireland in September, 
then Austria and Poland in 
October.

SYDNEY TO HOST 
FIFA WORLD CUP PLAYOFFS 


The Premier of NSW, Mr Bob Carr today 
announced that Sydney will host the FIFA World 
Cup qualifier between Australia and the fifth 
placed South American nation — the winner of 
which will proceed to 2006 FIFA World Cup in 
Germany.* 


The match which is part of the Powerade Series 
will be played at Telstra Stadium on either 12 or 
16 November, 2005. 


It is expected to attract more than 22,000 inter- 
state and overseas fans to Sydney, injecting 
around $14 million into the NSW economy. 
(NSW Department of State and Regional 
Development) 


Mr Carr said the decision confirmed Sydney’s 
place as a major event capital. 


"Sydney is now recognised as a city that delivers 
the biggest and best events as good as anyone in 
the world," Mr Carr said. 


"The Olympic Games and Rugby World Cup 
2003 earned us a stamp of excellence. 


"The World Cup play-offs are another opportuni- 
ty to showcase Sydney and NSW to those visi- 
tors here for the game and the millions watching 
around the world. 


"Given the near misses of the last two World Cup 
campaigns, I would imagine the atmosphere in 
the city on match day will be of Olympic propor- 
tions," Mr Carr said. 


The playoff with the fifth placed South American 
nation will be broadcast in more than 100 coun- 
tries around the world. 


Mr Carr made the announcement this morning at 
the Sydney Opera House, where he was joined 
by Football Federation Australia chairman Mr 
Frank Lowy AC , FFA CEO Mr John O’Neill 
AO, Qantas Socceroos Assistant Coach Graham 
Arnold and current Socceroo Jason Culina. 


It was also revealed that the Oceania playoff 
between Australia and the Solomon Islands, 
another of the Powerade Series of matches, 
would be played at Aussie Stadium in Sydney. 
The playoff would take place on 3 or 6 
September. 


The South American opponent may not be 
known until the final regional qualification 
matches on 11 October 2005. With five rounds 
left to play, nations that could finish in fifth posi- 
tion include: Ecuador, Paraguay, Uruguay, Chile, 
Colombia, Venezuela and Peru. 


If Australia wins both playoffs, they will qualify 
for the 2006 FIFA World Cup finals in Germany 
— becoming only the second Qantas Socceroos 
team to do so. 


Mr Carr congratulated the NSW Major Events 
Board, led by Sir Nicholas Shehadie, for its work 
in securing the FIFA World Cup qualifiers for 
Sydney. 


"On the back of winning the 2009 World Masters 
Games, Chairman, Sir Nicholas Shehadie AC 
OBE, and his board have done a great job in 
helping securing another marquee event for 
NSW," Mr Carr said.

"The enthusiasm for the matches shown by Sir 
Nicholas Shehadie and the NSW Major Events 
Board was a definite factor in our decision," they 
said. 


"The FIFA World Cup is the biggest sporting 
campaign in Australia this year and Telstra 
Stadium and Aussie Stadium will provide superb 
backdrops for what we all hope will be history 
making results." 


Telstra Stadium CEO Ken Edwards said he was 
very excited that Telstra Stadium will be playing 
such a big part in the Socceroos’ campaign to 
qualify for the FIFA World Cup finals for the 
first time in three decades.

WITH JOHN KENNEDY 


What year did you come to 
Australia? 

I arrived in Australia in 1967. I 
was invited to come over and play 
for Ringwood Wilhelmina, which 
was a Dutch club which probably 
had one of the best setups in 
Victoria at the time. I was at 
Ringwood for about eighteen 
months until I had a falling out 
with the owner, Van O’Boken. He 
was a millionnaire who ran the club 
at the time and had a background as 
a goalkeeper in Water Polo. We 
used to have massive arguments on 
how to throw the ball and things 
like that and one day I’d decided 
I'd had enough so I returned to 
Scotland before coming out to play 
for Alexander (Heidelberg United). 


Who did you play for back in 
the UK? 

It’s a different system over there. I 
played Junior football with the 
likes of Jimmy Armstrong, Jimmy 
Mackay and Stevie Walker. It was 
a semi professional league whereby 
most of us were tied to senior clubs 
but were leased or loaned out to 
teams that are associated with coal 
mining towns. The system still 
exists. It’s not a bad standard but 
it’s pretty intense stuff where they 
blood them before bringing them 
back to the senior outfit. The club 
I was associated with was 
Hibernian and I was sent out to 
play for Arness and Rangers. 


Which clubs in Australia did 
you play for? 

Apart from Ringwood, I signed for 
Alexander in 1969 before moving 
to Sydney and signing for APIA 
Leichardt. I was up there for a cou- 
ple of years before meeting Sam 
Papasavvas at the Sebel 
Townhouse who brought me to 
South Melbourne. At South I had a 
very enjoyable time where we won 
championships, Dockerty Cups and

I 
used to be a winger in my early 
days and graduated from there into 
the goals very quickly. We always 
used to play on a patch of grass at 
the front of my place back in 
Scotland and I was always the 
bunny who somehow ended up in 
goals. We used to play our own 
version of England v Scotland and 
I enjoyed diving around like a 
black cat to stop them from scor- 
ing. 


What was the highlight of 
your playing career? 

I really enjoyed playing in the 
South Melbourne sides of the mid- 
seventies. It was great playing for 
them, we had a great bunch of guys 
and we had such a great relation- 
ship. 


What would be your most 
memorable match? 

I’ve had some good matches and 
I’ve had some howlers. The one I 
always remember was a match in 
1976 between Hellas and 
Alexander at the old Fitzroy 
Football ground. Alexander was a 
top side in those days, full of stars 
and there was about 18,000 people 
there that day. I managed to have a 
blinder and we won 2-1. 


Did you play in the NSL in 
1977 shortly afterwards? 

I possibly made one of my biggest 
mistakes. I was really upset and 


ing and could not make a call on 
Valley's claims for a goal.

The goal- 
keepers role these days is more 
than just shot stopping. You’re vir- 
tually a second sweeper, you have 
to use your feet to control the ball, 
learn to distribute the ball accurate- 
ly, deal with crosses etc, etc. 


Who was the biggest influ- 
ence on your career? 

My parents weren’t really into soc- 
cer so would probably have to say 
myself. I think the Scottish 
upbringing and intensity required 


over there to succeed as a profes- 
sional footballer is something we 
can’t replicate over here in 
Australia. The passion is unpar- 
ralled and basically if you want to 
make it, a lot of it comes down to 
you. 


Any suggestions as to how 
we could improve the local 
game? 

We’ve got to look after our juniors. 
I’m a great believer in the junior 
setups and think that we have some 
of the best kids in the world at that 
level. However, we lose them as 
they get older because we don’t 
have anything for them to go to. I 
would suggest we bring back the 
Super League. They’ve split it in 
two, watered it down and now it’s 
become sub-standard. You need to 
get the best teams together and 
really test them. 


What are you doing with your- 
self outside of football these 
days? 

I’m involved at Box Hill Junior 
Soccer Club as the Director of 
Coaching as well as being the first 
team coach at Waverley Wanderers. 
As you can tell there’s not much 
else outside of soccer!
